‘ But Hitler confesses that his chief 
admiration is reserved for the size 
—and simplicity—of the lies put out 
by the British: propaganda machine! 
A lie that is a good lie (that is, an 
effective one) is always a better lie 
if it is a whopper! . The capacity 
of the masses for absorbing an idea 
is limited. So made it simple. And’ 
give it to them in black and white, 
no half-tones! For otherwise you 
miss the entire purpose of propa- 
ganda, which is to present a clear 
view of the situation on which the 
masses are willing to act.

Don’t try to be too clever with 
propaganda! says Hitler,:. master 
propagandist.

Shanghai, To-day. 

Authoritative . circles reveal a 
great increase of opium’ smuggling 
the first half of December. 

It-is declared that between. fifty 
amd two hundred pounds of opium 
has been imported daily while for- 
merly twenty was regarded as an 
extremely ‘ high figure. During 
November, the police 
eight hundred and arrested a hun- 
dred persons, mostly farmers, com- 
ing from the interior with small 
quantities while the search of in- 
coming vessels resulted in several 
large hauls.
